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The Examiner states in the Office Action that "Inventions Group I and II are 
related as process of making and product made". The Examiner further states that 
"Inventions Group I & II and Group III are related as product/process of apparatus for its 
practice". Accordingly, the Examiner has acknowledged that there is a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In view of the Applicants' above traversal, Applicants respectfully submit that the 
Restriction Requirement should be withdrawn. Provisionally, in the event the 
requirement is made final, the Applicants elect Group II. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully provisionally request examination of elected claims 45-64 on the merits.
